platform of 1892. 


Again four years passed by without 
any action, and in 1900 the Republi- 
can party, in its national platform, 
made the following explicit and un- 
equivocal pledge: 


We favor home tide for. an<l thc 


early admission to statehood of the 
territories of New 
Mexico, Arizona 


and Oklahoma. 


If there is any such thing as binding

pledges surely this is enough to do it, 
and we cannot see how any Republi- 
can—especially any Republican who 
has publicly supported these platforms 
before the people—can have the face 
to take a stand against admission of 
these territories now.

MINERS TO HELP. 


Mitchell Urges Them to G<tt Out a* 
' 
Slnch C&Jil as Possible. 


John Mitchell calls upon every miner 


in the anthracite coalfields to work 
now as he never worked before *5n or- 
der to alleviate the misery of the thou 
sands crying for fuel. 


President Mitchell prepared a >lctter, 


signed also by District Presidents Xich- 
olls, Duffy and Fahy, officially convey- 
ing to all local unions a statement of 
the conditions existing aud asking them 
to do all in their power to aid tlie suf- 
ferers. 


This letter reads: 


"To the Officers and Members of Local 


Unions of the L". II. W. of A. in the 
Anthracite Kegion: 


• ''You are no doubt aware that a seri- 
ous coal famine exists in all tbe eabt- 
ern aud seaboard cities, due to the 
shortage of tlie anthracite coal supply. 
The situation has reached an acute 
stage and has resulted in great suffer- 
ing and hardship to the poor of the 
cities, whose earnings are insufficient 
to enable them to pay the excessive 
prices now being charged for fuel, and 
it is subjecting the general public to 
great inconvenience. 


"To relie\ c the situation and alleviate 


as far as possible the suffering now 
being endured is tbe duty of every one 
connected with-the production of coal. 
"\Yith this end in view -we are prompted 
to address this communication to all 
members of our union and request tbat 
they co-operate with the management 
of the mines in an effort to increase the 
production of coal. The gravity of the 
situation, is such as to require that 
every mine worker shall exert himsalf 
and use every means at his command 
to this end. 


''Upon reading this communication in 


tbe columns of the daily papers locnl 
unions should hold meetings and devise 
means whereby the daily output of the 
mines may be increascfl. These efforts 
hould be continued until the weather 
moderates and Ibe great necessity for 
fuel shall have passed." • 


A Lilttle Snrprise. 


A London dispatch says that George 


M. Barnes, secretary of the Amalga- 
mated Society of Engineers and one of 
the British labor commissioners who 
recently visited the United States with 
Mr. Moseiy, has made public some of 
his impressions, which rather surprise 
those who have had experience 011 both 
sides of the Atlantic. Mr. Barnes says 
of thc labor conditions of the two coun- 
tries that, so far as wages are con- 
cerned, England lags considerably, but 
that in every other respect the com- 
parison is iu her favor. 


"The most noticeable drawbacks in 


America," be sakl. "are tbe congested 
character of the workshops, the dtere- 
gard for tlie comfort of the workers 
and the bad sanitation. I am persuaded 
that on the whole tlie workmanship of 
the American mechanic is inferior to 
that of his Critisb cousin. This, how- 
ever, is not so observable in the engi- 
neering industry as in others. 


"With regard to working hours, as a 


rule they are longer than in England, 
especially in tbe engineering trade, but. 
as 1 have indicated, tbe wages are 
higher. 


"With ro.znni to the social conditions 


of the American workman. 1 tliink they 
;irs considerably less pleasant than 
those prevailing in Ihis country."'

CHESS BY WIRELESS. 


Cnme J'layed ou tbc Hijrh Seas Won 


!>y nil American Ti.-aiu. 


For the first time since the advent of 


wireless telegraphy rival chess teams 
ou two rival steamships have man- 
aged to play a game to a fSnisb, says 
the New York Herald. This contest 
^vas between a team chosen from the 
saloon passengers of the American 
liner Philadelphia and one from among 
the voyagers of the Cunarder Lucania. 
The result was told when the vessels 
reached New York the other day and 
told wiO great glee by the Philadel- 
phijins. whose side had won. There 
was a bit of international pride in the 
victory, too, for tbe team of the Amer- 
ican liner were all Americans, while 
that, of the Ctmarder were all Brit- 
ishers. 


The Philadelphia was well off the 


banks when she got in touch by wire- 
less with the Cunarder. That was 
Friday noon, Jail. 10. After an erf- 
cha-ngo of positions, which showed the 
Philadelphia to be about forty miles 
in .the lead of her English rival, the 
Philadelphia signaled a challenge to 
pay a match game of chess. '-Accept;'' 
replied tbc Lucania. '-Will play imme- 
diately after lunch!" The teams were 
selected, that of the Philadelphia con- 
sisting of F. C. Caldwell of Chicago, 
W. B. Whelen of Philadelphia and W. 
Weiss of New York. The Lucania 
marshaled six chess experts to her 
defense. These were E. Marshall Fox 
and E. Horace Mundy, 'both of Lon- 
don; F. AV. Young, K. W. Milbank and 
.William- Evans of Liverpool, and Cap- 
tain- II. R. Campbell. The chauipionu 
assembled in the smoking rooms, and 
fjuai'tc-ruiasters were detailed to carry 
messages to and from the operator's 
station. 
The Philadelphia took the 


while and made the first move. The 
Itame lasted about three hours..

STORIES OF DE BLOWITZ. 


New Process Makes Those "Wliieli 


Bloozi In SprluK Blossom In Fall. 
The London Times publishes an ac- 


count from a correspondent of the 
"etherization" of plants, a new process 
•whereby pjauts naturally flowering in 
the spring are made to produce blos- 
soms during the previous autumn. 


The process is simple. Tbe plants 


are stored in a small galvanized tank. 
Then ether is poured into a small cup 
fixed to the top of the tank, whence, 
after the tank has been securely fas- 
tened, the ether is allowed to evaporate 
for a period of forty-eight hours. Dur- 
ing this time the plants shed their 
leavos .nml may be de&cribed as being 
in a state of intoxication. 


After this period the plants are ex- 


posed lo the air for another period of 
foriy-eiVht hours. This in turn is fol- 
lowed by a second period of etheriza- 
tion, after which the plants arc re- 
moved to an ordinary forcing house 
and within two or three weeks begin to 
flower freelv.

M. dc Biowitz, the famous eorrespond- 


ent of tile London Times in Paris, gave 
nie a lecture of about an hour's dura- 
tion on all manner of political topics, 
says a correspondent of London Life. 
His intellect, like others of bis race, is 
sharp and bis method of explication 
lu<-id enough. I may mention two of 
31. dc Blowitz's journalistic feats which 
stamped him as the correspondent par 
excellence of his age. At tbe time of 
tho ever memorable Berlin congress 51. 
de Biowitz applied to the German chan- 
cellor for an early copy of tbe treaty, 
which was to be signed on a certain 
Sal in-day morning; but, although the 
request was made through the medium 
of two ambassadors. Bismarck refused 
to entertain it. To the intense surprise 
of the other correspondents, M. do Biow- 
itz in a "huff" announced his intention 
of leaving Berlin forthwith, and he did 
so, but with the treaty in bis pocket! 
That precious document never left M. de 
Blowitz's letter case until Brussels was 
reached, and there it was put on the 
wire aiid published by the Times in a 
second edition on the Saturday at the 
very moment that tbe plenipotentiaries 
in Berlin were signing it! Needless to 
say that no other paper had it until the 
following Monday or to describe the 
wailing and gnashing of teeth in Ber- 
lin and Cologne and tbe other great 
newspaper centers of Germany. 
The 


second great feat of M.''de- Biowitz was 
that of interviewing the sultan. Such 
a thing had never been previously 
dreamed of, and, as M. de Biowitz 
rightly said, rn one will ever do it 
again. 


AH anecdote is related of De Biowitz 


which illustrates how very corpulent 
he \y_as, evuu several years ago, says 
the New York Commercial Advertiser. 
When the miracles of I.ourdes were at- 
tracting worldwide attention, the shrine 
was visited by many Roman Catholic 
pilgrims from England, including sev- 
eral members of the ducal family of 
the Howards, whose head is the pres- 
ent Duke of Norfolk. This? was -'copy" 
for the Times man, and he expressed 
a Jesire to accompany the pilgrims to 
Lourdcs. 
Although a born Jew, De 


Blowil/, was a fervent and devout Ro- 
man Catholic. 
Moreover, he was a 


man who liked his comfort. 


When he applied to tbe Englishmen 


for permission to go with them on 
their devotions, they consented, but 
with the provision that he must not be 
accompanied by his valet—a matter 
which the pious Anglo-Saxons deemed 
out of keeping with the humility of 
their religious enterprise. The great 
man demurred. "How can I go with- 
out iny man?" he asked. ''Do you not 
know that I _ have not for years been 
competent to* put on my own boots''" 
But the pilgrims were not to be re- 
buffed by such pleading. "Pilgrims,'' 
they replied, "do not wear boots. They 
go on their way with bare feet." And 
ostentatious us the great man was in 
th-,> practice and precept of his adopted 
faiili bis lack of I'auliau courage was 
shown by his staying at hosie iu his 
luxurious quarters.

The books iu them com- 
prise various editions of the Koran, 
translated inlo till the languages of the 
oru-nt; iheoluyif.-il ami historical trea- 
tises OH the Koran iu ihw Turkish, Per- 
sian mid Arabic tongues, annals which 
clearly prove that all the sultans of the 
Ottoman dynasty wore prodigies of 
genius and sanctity; marvelous fairy 
tales and stories of adventure, which 
are more or less fantastic "and the sole 
object of vrliicli is 10 prove that 110 one 
should be considered honest, intelligent 
or happy unless he is a Turkish Mus- 
sulman, unless he venerates the sultan, 
unless he lives in Slnuiboiil all his life 
.without ever quitting it even for a day 
and unless he regards as utterly fabu- 
lous ail that he hears about Europe. 


A Mussulman is forhidclen to sell a 


copy of the Koran, and therefore a for- 
eigner who desires to purchase the sa- 
cred book must proceed as follows: Go 
into the bookstore, having on your face 
as pious an expression as possible, and 
say to Ilia proprietor:

prietor will "answer. ""I think it my duty 
to assist any unbeliever who desires to 
instruct hiK:s,elf in our hivr. Moreover, 
you seem to be a serious man, and 1 
am convinced that it is not vain curi- 
osity which prompts you to obtain a 
copy of the Koran, but a sincere desire 
to study our .religion. Therefore I am 
willing to mate you a present of this 
copy, though I value it highly, for 1 
paid a good price for"it."

proprietor will say, ''I shall consider

Be Too Poor to Keep Abreast of 


! tlie Times. 


; When Cecil Rhodes decided to found 
scholarships for American, Germau and 
colonial students at Oxford, he could 
not have been well informed as to the 
needs and. the financial condition of the 
historic university, says tbc London 
correspondent of the New York Press. 
Had he been so, he probably would 
have made still another bequest to pro- 
vide bis beloved alma mater with mod- 
ern equipments, the lack of which is 
daily becoming: a greater embarrass- 
ment and handicap to the famous insti- 
tution. For, although Oxford lias the 
name of being one of the richest 'univer- 
sities in the world, it actually is too 
poor to afford a large enough staff, or 
even sufficient books and accommoda- 
tion to enable it to keep abreast of oth- 
er institutions of its class, to, say noth- 
ing of outranking them. 


It is now being said openly in Eng- 


Innd that when the American holders 
of the Rhodes scholarships reach Ox- 
ford they are likely to be much less im- 
pressed with the beauty, age and state- 
liness of the classic university than by 
its lack of proper equipment. Simply be- 
cause there is no money to provide 
them the celebrated Bodleian library at 
Oxford is practically without foreign 
works on philosophy or on political 
economy. 


Its stock of books on modern history 


is so comparatively scant that it is no 
exaggeration to say that the scientific 
study of European bistory cannot now 
be carried on at Oxford. For the same 
reason there is no engineering depart- 
ment. There is no equipment at all for 
the study of mineralogy, a subject 
which, it seems likely, the holders of 
the Uhodes scholarships will be espe- 
cia-lly anxious to pursue. There is only 
one professor to teach geology, there is 
no mechanical laboratory, while the ar- 
rangements for the studies of electrici- 
ty and niaguetism were described by 
one who knows Oxford well as "ncch- 
ing but a brilliant professor lecturing 
in a tin shed with scarcely r.ny appa- 
ratus and oa a scanty income.'' 


The Assyrian language is nov.- taught 


in almost every import-nit American 
and German university, but it cannot 
be studied at Oxford, and neither can 
rabbink-al Hebrew, a tongue with au 
important bcariug on the study of the 
Old and New Testaments. Though there 
are now millions of Buddhists under 
the British flag. Pali, ibe sacred lan- 
guage of that faith, is not dealt with 
iu tlie empire's most famous institution 
of learning. 


Oxford is about the last place in the 


worfd which would strike the visitor as 
to tbf slightest este;;t in need of funds. 
Its buildings arc impressive, nnd the 
ceremonials connected with tliem are

Shoe bills arc one of tlio hpnvlps 


drains in a large family, and where 
persons arp careleHs with their shoe 
tbo burden becomes almost insuppurt 
able. It Is neither cleanly nor goo< 
economy to have but one pair lit a tlim 
as shoes need changing and airini 
quite as niucli as other article1* o 
clothing. 
To leave them carelessly 


thrown about under beds or in presse 
is very untidy as well as hard on th 
shoes. Each bedroom should bo pro 
vided with a bag or box. and when 
shoes are not In use they should bi 
dusted and put away. Many of the 
polishes now on pale are very injurious 
to the leather nnd should never be u<e( 
unless to freshen up old shoes that arc 
badly worn. Ordinarily a little vase 
line rubbed ou with a flannel rag wil 
take the place of polish and help to 
preserve the leather. 


Wet boots or shoes are often hard 


ei;ed and shrunken by being dried near 
a lire. Instead of putting them under 
a stove lace or button the shoes, fil 
them with dried oats and leave in a 
place which is warm, but not hot. The 
oats will absorb a portion of the uiois 
ture and the air of the room the rest 
The oats may be used again and again 
aftor drying.—Eleanor R. Parker. 


HOTV to t'.ic Dry Ercart. 


Bread that is too dry for the table 


may be cut iuto slices, spread with but 
ter and laid in an iron baking dish 
Sprinkjgjightly with cinnamon aud sug 
ar and add half a pint of good milk 
and put on the stove. Put on cover to 
keep in s'team and watch to prevent 
burning. When the bread has absorbei 
the milk it is done. To make milk 
toast cut slices of dry bread and toasi 
brown. Heat half a pint of milk, into 
•which put a small lump of butter 
Sweet cream and a little salt may be 
used instead of butter if preferred. Dip 
each slice of toast into the heated milk 
and place in dish. If any milk is left 
pour over the toast. For bread pudding 
take three slices of dry bread, spread 
with butter and cut iuto small pieces. 
Add half a cup of raisins; make cus- 
tard with two estgs. one pint of milk, 
sugar, salt and nutmeg to taste. Pour 
the custard over the bread in the pud- 
ding dish and bake one-half hour.—-Mrs. 
Egbert Is. Moore in Practical Farmer.

He said that as he was at work iu a 
blind shaft on the day of the explosion 
ic heard a Lilliputian chattering and, 
ooUiug up, saw a brownie four inches 
ligb standing iu a crevice iu a coal 
vein and holding up a warning finger. 


"My Welshman had a naked lamp in 


us baud, and suddenly he raised it and
